DETERMINATION TO OWN AND CONTROL OUR OWN RESOURCES. 

"BUT COMING AS HIS STATEMENT DOES IN THE MIDST OE OUR PLANS 
TO IMPOSE A BAUXITE LEVY, WE THINK THAT THIS AS GOOD A TIME AS 
ANY TO DAB IN A LITTLE GLUE OF TRUTH ON OUR OWN. 

"FIRST OF ALL WE SUPPORT THE ARABS’ DETERMINATION TO GET A 
FAIR SHARE FOR THEIR OIL. BUT IT IS HURTING US SO BADLY THAT 
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WE HOPE THERE COULD BE SOME FORMULA WHICH WOULD GIVE THEM THEIR 
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DUE WHILE AT THE SAME TIME LOWERING OIL PRICES. 

"WE ARE PARTISAN ENOUGH TO SUGGEST THAT RATHER THAN OPEC'S 
SLASHING PRICES, THE TRANS-NATIONAL CORPORATIONS SHOULD AGREE 
TO EOREGO SOME OE THEIR PROFITS WHICH SEEM TO INCREASE EVERY TIME 
THE OIL SHEIKS CALL FOR A LITTLE 
MORE TO COMBAT THE RISING PRICES 
OF THE COMMODITIES THEY IMPORT. 

"IN OUR CASE WE ARE STILL STUCK WITH A PITTANCE FROM REYNOLDS 
WHILE THEY ARE REPORTING BILLION-DOLLAR PROFITS EVERY YEAR. 

"WHAT WE ARE ASKING FOR IS LESS THAN SIX PERCENT OF WHAT ALUMINUM 

INGOT IS SOLD FOR ON THE WORLD MARKET. THIS WOULD FIRST OF ALL CUT 

OUT THE FIDDLING OF THE BOOKS TO SHOW THE COMPANY MAKES LITTLE 

PROFITS HERE WHILE PILING THEM UP AT THE OTHER END. SECONDLY, WE 

TOO HAVE OUR OIL PROBLEMS AND EVEN 

WITH THE BAUXITE LEVY WE WILL 

BARELY BE ABLE TO MAKE ENDS MEET FINANCIALLY. 

"HOWEVER, IT IS GOOD THAT PRESIDENT FORD AND SECRETARY-OF-STATE 

HENRY KISSINGER HAVE RAISED 

THE ISSUE IN THE HIGHEST FORUM OF THE 

WORLD. THERE HAS BEEN TOO MUCH HYPOCRISY ABOUT HUNGR AND STAR- 
VATION FACINOITHE WORLD WHILE FEW PROGRESSIVE COUNTRIES ARE 
WILLING TO DO ANYTHING CONSTRUCTIVE ABOUT THE SITUATION. FOR 
YEARS THE POOR NATIONS OF THE WORLD HAVE BEEN COMPLAINING THAT THEY 
HAVE BEEN FORCED TO SELL THEIR RAW MATERIALS CHEAPLY WHILE HAVING

OUR OWN RESOURCES FORSOME BENEFIT OF OURSELVES.
